COMBS SAYS HE IS NOT BITTER; 
PLEDGES FORD HIS SUPPORT 


FRANKFORT, Ky. July 29 
— Former Gov. Bert T 
Combs sat by the side of 
Lt. Gov. Wendell Ford at a 
Democratic rally here Wed¬ 
nesday night and pleciged ,o 
help the Democratic ticket 
in this fall's elections. 

Combs, who was defeated 
by Ford for the Democratic 
nomination for governor in 
a bitter primary race this 
Spring, said, “Ive never been 
able to afford the luxury of 
bitterness or holding a grud¬ 
ge, and don’t think this is the 
philosophy of the Democratic 
Party.” 

The former governor add¬ 
ed, “This election is more 
important than any one indi¬ 
vidual or any one group.” 

CANDIDATES RESPONDS 

Ford, in turn, warmly 
praised Combs at the stand¬ 
ing-room-only 3rd Congress-1 
ional District Democratic 
rally. ‘‘He (Combs) was a 
great governor. He made 
great progress. He had inno¬ 
vative programs.” 

Combs’ appearance at the 
rally was viewed as politi¬ 
cally significant in that the 
Kentucky GOP has hoped for 
a division of Combs Demo¬ 
crats and Ford Democrats. 

'Combs noted that much 
national political attention >s 
focused on Kentucky’s gu¬ 
bernatorial election because 
it is the only such two-party 
contest in the nation this 


year. 

“If by some misfortune 
Kentucky should go Republi¬ 
can. it would be a strong 
step in support of the elec¬ 
tion of a Republican presi¬ 
dent (in 1972)” Combs said. 
“I and all my friends are 
going to do all we can to 
prevent that. 

“We are 2 to 1 Democratic 
in Kentucky, and there's no 
reason why this state 
shouldn’t go Democratic, and 
1 am confident and I predict 
it will go Democratic.” 

CARROLL BLASTS GOP 

House Speaker Julian Car- 
roll. D- Paducah, the Demo¬ 
cratic nominee for lieutenant 
governor and Combs’ runn¬ 
ing mate during the primary, 
delivered a fiery oration 
criticizing the Republicans. 

“Louie Nunn is one of the 
meanest, orneriest Republi¬ 
cans you ever saw in your 
life and don’t think for a 
moment he’s going to be a 
pushover,” Carroll said. “He’s 
serious about naming his 
successor.” 

Ford also heaped coal on 
the heads of the Republi¬ 
cans, asserting that the state 
GOP “is going to spend $5 
million the current election.” 
Ford said the spending would 
be futile because “Kentuck¬ 
ians are not for sale.” 

Ford said the 3rd District 
rally “is the first of a series 
of meetings we plan all across 
Kentucky in the next few 
weeks.”

Morgan County Extension ag¬ 
ents have been asked by the 
U. S. Department of Agricul¬ 
ture to make a count of ail 
horses in this county. 

If you own a horse, pony or 
mule, please call or write the 
Morgan County Extension office 
and report it so your animal 
will be counted in this import¬ 
ant national survey. 

A national horse count is be¬ 
ing made in connection with 
the recent outbreak in Texas of 
VEE (Venezuelan equine encep¬ 
halomyelitis, a “sleeping sick¬ 
ness" of horses), according to 
Dr. Gary Potter, horse special 
ist with the University of Ken¬ 
tucky College of Agriculture's 
Cooperative Extension Service. 
The survey is part of USDA's 
effort to protect horses through¬ 
out the country. 

“VEE doesn’t appear to be a 
threat in Kentucky at this time, 
and we want to keep it that 
way,” Potter says. “The quar¬ 
antine and vaccination of hors¬ 
es in Texas and surrounding 
states seem to have stopped the 
spread of this horse disease. 

“However. USDA wants to 


know how many horses would 
have to be vaccinated if VEE 
should later spread to other 
states. For this reason, the Co¬ 
operative Extension Service— 
represented in each county by 
county Extension agents — has 
been commissioned to make 
this count of horses in all coun¬ 
ties of the United States. 

“An exact count is import¬ 
ant — and the county totals are 
needed as soon as possible,” 
Potter emphasizes. “So we’re 
asking the cooperation of any¬ 
one who has information about 
the horses in his county.” 

If you own a horse — or any 
animal of the other equine 
species, please let your county 
Extension agent know about it 
as soon as possible. And if you 
are connected with the horse 
industry or have any informa¬ 
tion about the horses in your 
county, please give your Ex¬ 
tension agent all the help you 
can in making this important 
horse count. Potter suggests.

The project is financed thro¬ 
ugh Title I of the federal El¬ 
ementary and Secondary Edu¬ 
cation Act ((ESEA) and has 
been funded for $24,892.45 for 
the first year of operation — 
about $3,111.55 per student. 

Morgan TEC, the school for 
exceptional children, operated 
at the Kiwanis Playground in 
West Liberty by the Morgan 
County Mental Health and Men¬ 
ial Retardation Assn., will con¬ 
tinue as in the nast and will

The 24x36-ft. relocatable 
classroom unit which will house 
the class will be located on 
Glenn Avenue behind the form¬ 
er Kedrick Caskey home. It will 
he fully equipped with air con¬ 
ditioning, electric heat, running 
water, and two rest rooms. 

In addition, the classroom 
will contain $4,300 worth of 
audio-visual instructional equip¬ 
ment, office and storage space, 
and supplemental books and 
teaching supplies.

TAXES THEN AND NOW — 
Running through some old fam¬ 
ily papers last week, we found 
a July 26, 1879 issue of the Cen¬ 
tral Methodist, a newpaper of 
general circulation published at 
Catlettsburg, Ky., for many 
years, by Zelhaniah Meek — a 
fine newspaper printed on part- 
rag paper. In a column of stale 
and national news we came a 
cross this paragraph— 

"The returns of collections 
of taxes are all in at the 
United States Treasury, and 
from these it is learned that 
the receipts for the last fis¬ 
cal year (1878-79) were $274,- 
034,916." 

Now, 92 years later, the fed¬ 
eral tax take is so big we don't 
know how much it is. But we ] 
do know that Kentucky's stall j 
taxes are bigger than all U. S. [ 
taxes in 1879. Just two weeks 
ago the State Revenue Depart ] 
ment of Kentucky announcer!: 
that receipts for the state's j 
general fund and road fund last ! 
fiscal year totaled $820,802,338 [ 
—or three times the entire fed¬ 
eral tax receipts of 1879. Gen- | 
eral fund receipts in Kentucky j 
totaled $568,333, 697 and road ] 
fund receipts totaled $272,408 
651. But in addition, Kentucky 1 
agencies received a few hund 
led million from the federal 
government, enough to make a 
total of $1,234,397,622 of state 
income for the 1970-71 fiscal 
year. 

But in 1879 things were in a 
pretty bad way. For instance. | 
it was reported in the same ] 
column that yellow fever wa- 
epidemic in the South, parti¬ 
cularly in Memphis, New Or¬ 
leans and Texas, and that “peo 
pie are moving out of the cit¬ 
ies by the thousands.” Also, 
that the Governor had declar¬ 
ed a quarrantine in Texas be 
cause of the epidemic, “and { 
business as a result is at a 
standstill.”
